As might havo been expected, there is ample accommo- 
dation in the dock for coal vessels, the west quay being almost 
exclusively set apart for them; staiths of. the most approved 
construction have been erected here, which empty the coals 
from the waggons brought by the Durham and pongetand 
Railway from the mines. There are, it will be observe ; 
several lines of rails communicating with each drop. The im- 
portance to Sunderland of this great undertaking, which has, 
under the able supervision of Mr, Murray, been so successfully 
carried to a conclusion, cannot be over estimated. We can 
only form some idea of it when we consider the progress which 
our trade has made, notwithstanding the many disadvantages 
under which the port has laboured, Vessels will, when the 
other outlet to the sea is finished, be able to depart from the 
harbour whatever may be the state of the wind or weather, an 
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advantage which is not possessed by any neighbouring port. 
The estimated cost of the works yet to complete, viz., the sea 
outlet, the piers, and tidal basin, does not, we understand, 
exceed £60,000; and it is probable that the whole will be 
finished in two years, 

Referring also to our last week’s number, we recur to the Pro- 
cEssION, which moved from the Dock-oftice, Sunniside, down 
the High-street to the Ferry-boat landing in the following 
order :—The dockmaster and his men, with union flag; band 
of music ; the mayor and corporation of Sunderland and their 
officers ; the commissioners of the River Wear and their officers; 
the chairman and committee of the Shipowners’ Society ; coal- 
owners and commissioners of pilotage ; Major Johnstone and 
officers of the 33rd Regiment, and other visitors ; the collector 
and comptroller of customs and commander of the Coast Guard; 
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the magistrates; the directors of the York, Newcastle, and 
Berwick Railway Company; the rectors of Sunderland and 
Bishopwearmouth ; the directors, officers, and shareholders of 
the Dock Company. 

The Emsarkation on board the vessels, and the procession 
down the river to the dock, took place in the following order }—

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS.

At Madrid astonishment, not unmixed with alarm, bas been 
created by the tenacity with whieh certain Carlist enthusiasts clinz 
to the hope of heing able to rekindle a civil war in Spain, although 
public opinion and the majority of the Legitimists have pronounced 
ayainst any insurrectionary attempt being made until the results 
of the Queen’s aceouchement are known. 

The susponsian bridge at Fumel, over the Lot, fell in a few days 
sinee whilst undergoing repairs, ‘Che fall took place in eonse- 
queonee of one of the piers giving way. Three men were killed, 
anit two were seriously, and it is feared mortally, wounded.

Giascow.—Tur Wreck or THR Or1on.—The latest 
news from the scene of the catastrophe up to Sunday evening was 
that the divers had been unable to pursue their operations on ac- 
count of the swell, but the boats were out around the wreck, and 
men stationed along the shore on each side of it to secure the bodies 
or anything which might come up from the ill-fated hull. With 
the exception of some luggage, however, nothing of moment had 
been recovered. ‘The body of Mrs, Smith, which was found at the 
bottom of the cabin stairs by the divers, had been brought to Glas- 
gow by her relative, Mr. Jamieson. She was the sister-in-law of 
Mr. Scott, of Montreal, who, with his wife and daughter, was 
drowned. The husband of Mrs. Smith died two years ago, leaving 
her with nine children, who still remain in Montreal. She had 
come to this country on business, when she thus met her fate, 
almost within sight of her destination, Williams, the second mate, 
who was in charge of the ship when she struck, has been appre- 
hended. Advertisements have been issued asking for contracts to 
raise the wreck; and, should she hold together, this is now consi- 
dered practicable. The bodies still missing are those of Captain 
M'‘Niell, of Collonsay; Mr. Hume, of Glasgow; Mrss. Scott and 
daughter, of Montreal; Miss Morris, niece of Dr. Burns; young 
Martin, the son-of the steam-boat manager at Montreal; and the 
carpenter and shipboy. How many of the stranger passengers yet 
remain engulphed no one knows. An effort was made to procure 
an additional staff of divers from Glasgow, which hevs failed; but 
we are glad to learn that an addition to the corps Ijas been fur- 
nished from Donaghadee. The Glasgow Chronicle of Wednesday 
says that considerable excitement still prevails as to the fate of 
this noble vessel, and the greatest anxiety is evinced to learn all 
that can be gathered from the scene of the shipwreck. The details 
that are furnished are, however, very meagre, and it appears that 
only six bodies have been recovered since the eventful morning 
when the Orion was submerzed in the overflowing waters. The 
body of Mrs. Smith, when found, had upon:it a gold watch and 
chain, and a purse containing twenty-four sovereigns. The name 
of the person whose body was found on Saturday afternoon was 
Francis Murrach, of Alloa. He had on him, besides his gold watch, 
a purse and twelve sovereigns and some silver. The funnel had 
been carried away, and the paddle-boxes were fast going. We 
understand that, under the instructions of the Crown authorities, 
Mr. Hart, procurator-fiscal for the county, was on Monday engaged 
on board the steamer Commodore taking precognitions in reference 
to the instructions given to captains of vessels sailirig between 
Liverpool and Glasgow. ‘The parties examined on M onday were 
the masters of several of the Liverpool and Irish steaniers. This 
step shows a determination on the parv of the authorities: to make a 
rigid inquiry into the whole circumstances connected. with the 


catastrophe.

For the space of several minutes the volu mes of dust which ‘arose 
completely obscured the wreck from obseJ vation, and it was hoped 
that the unfortunate men had all made their escape insafety. ‘The 
moment, however, that the dust had in scame measure cleared away 
a most distressing scene presented itself, for in the midst of the 
ruins could be seen some of the poor fellows, who were so firmly 
embedded in the rubbish and between’ the heavy beams as to be 
unable to extricate themselves.

In the midst of monuments of different 
times and taste, but which are ren- 
dered sacred by the inscription of the 
names of Shakspere (who wrote not

The idea once con- 
ceived, Miss Coutts lost no time in 
carrying her intentions into effect; and, 
the Bishop of London having been con- 
sulted on the subject, an ecclesiastical 
district was formed in the centre of 
the united parishes of St, Margaret and 
St. John, an incumbent appointed (the 
Rev. W. Tennant), and a site for the 
-new church liberally granted by the 
Dean and Chapter of Westminster. 
The locality chosen was, perhaps, 
one of the most spiritually destitute 
neighbourhoods in the metropolis, al- 
though not far distant from West- 
minster Abbey. ‘The site of the church 
was formerly occupied by a dissenting chapel; but this had been 
closed some time before the church was commenced. Miss Coutts’s 
plan included not only the erection of a church and incumbent's 
residence, but also of a school-house, or rather of two school-houses, 
capable of accommodating together upwards of 500 children, with 
apartments for the masters and all other necessary conveniences. 
The first stone of the church was laid by the founder on the 20th of 
July, 1847. After the foundation of the sacred edifice had been 
put in its erection was delayed for some time, and that of the 
schools proceeded with, the ordinary services of the church being 
meantime performed in the old chapel, duly consecrated for the 
purpose. When the schools were completed, about two years ago, 
the chapel was pulled down, and the erection of the church again 
proceeded with, the religious services, from that period to the 
present time, having been performed in the large school-room, 
he church having been finally completed a few weeks since, the 
Bishop of London appointed Monday for the ceremony of consecra- 
tion, and a very large party of ladies and gentlemen were invited to 
be present upon the interesting occasion.

bearings. In the centre are Miss Coutts’s arms, supported by the 
arms of the sees of Canterbury and London, the city of Westmin- 
ster, and of the deanery. Atthe angles are the arms of the late 
Sir Francis Burdett, the Goldsmiths’ Company, and those of 
Adelaide and Cape Town, endowed by Miss Coutts. The sedilia 
are lined with rich embroidered velvet of elegant design. The 
chancel is paved with Minton’s encaustic tiles, and fitted up with 
stalls on each side, the westernmost stall on the south side being 
advanced a little more towards the centre as a reading-desk. ‘The 
lessons are read from a lectern. The organ has been built by Mr. 
Hill, the eminent organ-builder. It is a powerful and beautiful 
instrument, and cost 800 guineas. The stained glass in the chancel 
is by Wailes, of Newcastle, and has a remarkably rich effect. Over 
the chancel arch in the nave the words, ‘‘ Glory to Ged in the 
highest, and on earth peace, good will towards men,” are beauti- 
fully emblazoned in colours, and prepare the eye for the greater 
richness of decoration which pervades the chancel. 

Having on a former occasion given an elaborate illustration of 
the external appearance of this fine edifice, with remarks generally 
as to its arrangement, it will not now be necessary to go further 
into detail, 

The church was quite full on Monday morning a few minutes 
after the doors were opened. The 600 free seats whieh the sacred 
edifice contains were chiefly occupied by elegantly-dressed ladies, 
among whom we remarked the Duchess of Sutherland, the Mar- 
chioness of Kildare, Lady Augusta Gordon, the Countess Grey, 
Viscountess Dungannon and Miss D’Arcy Irvine, Lady Seymour 
and the Ladies St, Maur, Lady Antrobus, &c. The Earl of Carlisle, 
Viscount Castlereagh, Sir William Ross, and M. Costa, director of 
the Royal Italian Opera, were among the gentlemen present. Miss 
Coutts, with the Misses Burdett, her sisters, occupied seats near 
the altar, Among the dignitaries of the Church present we observed 
the Dean of St. Paul’s; the Hon. and Rev. Lord John Thynne, sub- 
dean of Westminster; the Rey. Temple Frere, the Rev. Mr. 
Repton, the Rev. Evan Nepean; the Rev. W. Tennant, incumbent 
of the new church; and the Rev. Richard Hooper, his curate, with 
many other clergymen of the district. : 

The Bishop of London arrived at eleven o’clock, accompanied by 
his chaplain, and was received by the Rev. Canon Jennings and the 
Rev, Canon Cureton, with others of the parochial clergy. 

The usual preliminary formularies having been gone through, 
the Bishop of London took his seat at the right of the altar. Miss 
Coutts was here led forward by Mr. Tennant for the purpose of 
delivering to the bishop the deed of conveyance, which she did in 
a very graceful manner, after which she returned to her seat. The 
ceremonial was then gone through in a very impressive manner. 
The musical service was chanted bya full choir of professionals, 
including Messrs. Gray, Barnby, Hobbs, Benson, Machin, W. 
Barnby, Coward, and Cummings, assisted by the young gentlemen 
of her Majesty’s Chapel Royal, Westminster Abbey, and the 
Temple Church. Mr. Turle presided at the organ, and was assisted 
by Mr. Hopkins, organist of the Temple Church. 

The sermon was preached by the Bishop of London, who selected 
his text from the first epistle of St Peter, chap.iv., verse ll, ‘‘If 
any man speak, let him speak as the oracles of God; if any man 
minister, let him do it as of the ability which God giveth; that God 
in all things may be glorified, through Jesus Christ, to whom be 
praise and glory for ever and ever, Amen.”

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IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


In the HovusE or Lonps, on Monday, the Drainage and Improvement of 
Land Advances Bill was read a second time. 

On Thursday the Marquis of Londonderry presented petitions from the 
Lora Mayor, corporation, and trades of Dublin, and spoke at considerable 
tea on the subject of the abolition of the oflice of LordLieutenant of Ire- 
and, 

In the Houst. or Commons, on Monday, Mr. Roebuck submitted to the 
House the following resolution :—* That the principles on which the foreign 
policy of her Majesty’s Government has been regulated have been such as 
were calculated to maintain the honour and dignity of this country, and, in 
times of unexampled difficulty, to preserve peace between England and the 
various nations of the world.” ‘The hon. and learned member spoke at con- 

iderable length, and his speech was amarvellons display of terse eloquence. 

The debate excited the most intense interest. During Mr. Roebuck’s speech 
the House was unusually full of members, and all the places assigned to peers 
were packed, Lord Stanley was present. The strangers’ gallery was 
crowded. During the course of the evening the Nepaulese Ambassador and 
suite arrived, and remained for a considerable time, listening with apparent 
attention to the debate. 

On Tuesday the Lord Advocate stated that it would be necessary to bring 
an indictment against the master and mate of the Orion. The adjourned 
debate on Mr, Roebuck’s motion, declaring approbation of the foreign policy 
of the Government, was resumed by Mr. B. Osborne. We can refer with entire 
confidence to the triumphant vindication of his policy which Lord Palmers- 
ton offered to a convinced, if not a converted, auditory. It was worthy of 
the greatest English Minister in the best days of our history. His lordship’s 
speech was received with cheers loud and prolonged. In the course of it he 
observed :—* The resolution of the House of Lords involved both the future 
and the past. It laid down a principle of policy incompatible with the 
rights, the honour, the dignity, and the interests of this country—a prin- 
ciple that even the noble lord who moved it was obliged in his speech to 
modify. This resolution affirmed that British subjects in foreign countries 
were entitled to nothing but what the laws of the foreign countries afforded 
to their respective subjects—that British subjects must not in future look to 
their own country, but must be content with the indifferent justice they may 
be able to obtain wherever they be. The resolution of the House of Lords 
did not even limit this proposition to constitutional countries; the future 
rule is to be that, in all countries and in all cases, British subjects must 
share the lot of the subjects of the countries: where they reside. He (Lord 
Palmerston) denied that proposition, This was a doctrine under which no 
British Minister had ever yet acted; and under which the people of England 
would never permit a Minister to act. If our fellow-subjects had complaints 
against individuals or Governments, they should in the first instance apply 
to the tribunals; but, should there be no tribunals to apply to, or should 
the constitution of the tribunals be such as that no justice could possibly be 
obtained, in these cases British subjects had a right to look to their Govern- 
ment for redress.’ Even Mr, Anstey wholly approved of the Palmerstonian 
policy, for he said that, ‘‘ in a spirit of fair play, he was prepared to declare 
that he approved of one and all of the recent passages of Lord Palmerston’s 
foreign policy which had been made the subject of so much obloquy, and that 
the noble lord, if he siuned at all, had sinned more on the side af inbdenation than 
on that of excess.” : 

On Wednesday Mr. Newdegate moved the second reading of the Accidents 
on Railways Bill, the object of which was to make railway companies liable 
for accidents caused by the acts of their servants.

For the second reading, 53; against it, 108: majority against the bill, 55.

Tuw Lonpon Press Posraut Resrricrions.—The 


following is a copy of the petition very numerously signed by gentle- 
men connected with the London Newspaper, Press :— 


‘To:the: Honourable the Commons of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland in Parliament assembled. 
The Petition of the undersigned Proprietors and Editors of London 
rensParers and Contributors thereto, and other persons employed 
ereon, 
Humbly showeth, 

That,.on an address supported by ninety-five members of your honourable 
Touse, and which, by the rules of that, House, could not be again considered 
before it was presented, her Majesty, by the advice of her Ministers, has 
cee the delivery of newspapers on Sundays by post throughout the 

ingdom, 

That yout petitioners thereby have been suddenly and without notice 
grievously injured in their property and occupation. 

That the liberty of the Press has hitherto been considered the first bul- 
wark of British freedom, and that its uses have hitherto been considered of 
pte value and importance, and that, therefore, any unnecessary 

nterference with its operations is the most unbearable of oppressions, and 
the most galling of insults, that can be offered to the people, or their habitual 
informants, instructors, and defenders. 

That her Majesty’s Government, in suddenly acting upon the resolve of an 
accidental majority, by stopping the delivery of the post on Sundays without 
taking means to consult the real sense of your honourable House, has aban- 
doned its duty and despotically trifled with the property and interests of your 
petitioners, 

That the amount of Sunday labour which will be occasioned by the efforts 
of the newspaper proprietors to protect their property will be threefold that 
saved by the new regulations. 

That the stamp tax on newspapers has been vindicated as giving the 
privilege of transmission by post, and that to make this privilege available to 
one class and to deny it to another is an act of the grossest fiscal injustite, 

That the circulation of newspapers on a Sunday is a civilizing act, merito- 
rious to the highest degree in a.free nation, where every individual is 
supposed to take the part of a freeman in public affairs, and where this day 
is the only one that affords to many of the industrious classes the oppor- 
eae by perusal of the public prints, to inform themselves of their duty as 
citizens. 

That the business to be transacted by a great number of individuals in the 
course of the ensuing week is necessarily regulated by the information as to 
markets and otherwise communicated by the weekly papers on the Sunday. 

That the Post-office is a close monopoly of the most essential means of 
communication, which monopoly can only be justified by its rendering the 
most complete and equal service at all times to all parties who require its 
agency, 

That to make this great public institution subservient to the sectarian 
opinions of any body of individuals is an usurpation of the rights of Govern- 
ment and a perversion of its duties. 

That your petitioners, who are as anxious as ant other persons, whatever 
may be their religious pretensions, to give the full enjoyment and repose of 
one day in the week to the entire peopte, feel that this can only be done by a 
moderate sacrifice of the convenience for some hours of the few to the many, 
and that if this truth be not admitted no one has a right to claim any ser- 
vice of any kind upon the seventh day; and that this principle should be 
strictly applied to all ranks of men by stringent legislation.
